Washington, 
Feb. l l . —President 
Wilson today openly invited Austria 
to I lu ther discussion Oil’ peace with 
the Tinted States. 


In a remarkable 
address to con­ 
gress in joint session the president 
laid down the basis 
for such .nego­ 
tiations. 


“Austria," he said, 
“seeing 
and 
conceding the essential principals in­ 
volved and the necessity of •candidly 
applyng them, 
can 
respond to the 
purpose oif J)caee 
as expressed by 
the Tailed States with 
less e m b a r ­ 
rassment than Germany.” 
No peace is possible, he declared, 
on the German chancellor's basis. 
The address was 
another broad­ 
side in the president's 
world cam­ 
paign of ‘‘open air diplomacy.” 
It 
embodied an 
open 
bid 
to Austria 
and a powerful stroke at the Ger­ 
man militarists. 
It,aimed again to 
widen the wedge between the Teuton 
people and their rulers. 


If Hie nations are to go further in 
their comparison of views the presi­ 
dent declared today this foundation 
must be adhered to: 
1. Every difficulty must be settled 
on its own merits 
2. There shall be no bartering of 
nations as in the congress of Vienna. 
.‘I. The voice of tile people must di­ 
rect territorial settlement. 
4. Full opportunity to carry* out I 
well 
defined 
national 
aspirations 
must be acknowledged.

States minister to the Netherlands 
and one of the most noted literary fig­ 
ures in the country, is now serving as 
chaplain at the Charlestown, Mass., 
navy yard.

have gone farther in his reply to the 
president’s war aims speech if it had 
not been “for the Austrian alliance 
with the dependance on Germany.” 
“These principles that we regard 
as fundamental are already accepted 
as 
imperative 
except 
among the 
sjwkesmen of the military and an­ 
nexionist party in Germany,” he con­ 
tinued. “If they have anywhere else 
been rejected, the rejectors have not 
been sufficiently numerous to make 
their voices audible. 
The tragical 
circumstance is that this one party 
in Germany is willing and able 
to 
send millions of men to their death to 
prevent what all the world wants. 
“I would not be a truthful spokes­ 
man of the people of the 
United 
States if I did not say once more 
that we entered the war upon no

Wise and Otherwise.

Never judge a man’s good or 
bad qualities by what his neigh­ 
bors say about him.

The first three months of the year 
are the months that demand efficient 
poultry house ventilation if the stock 
is to be healthy and if egg production 
is to be kept at a maximum, according 
to the poultry authorities at the New 
York state college of agriculture. 
Proof of insufficient ventilation usu­ 
ally is found in damp or frosted wails, 
damp litter, close or impure air, flock, 
with consequent low winter egg pro­ 
duction. The body of the hen con­ 
stantly gives off moisture, and this 
accumulates unless there is enough 
movement of the air to carry it away. 
Dampness fosters colds, and when a 
cold is contracted, ihe body is too 
weak to resist the attack of a con­ 
tagious disease such as roup. 
It is stated further that the house 
should at no time be tightly closed. 
The exercise of judgment, and a few 
trials, will show how much to leave 
the windows open at night. Windows 
should be removable so that they can 
be taken out during the day, if it is 
not storming. 
Experience indicates 
that the birds will not suffer from the 
cold if they are not in a draft, if they 
are kept working, and if they are not 
overfed. 
Plenty of air, may best be had by 
tilting windows in at the top, as this 
will not let in the rain nor put drafts 
directly on the floor. There should 
bo a wide board at each edge of the 
window to keep the rain out; a strip 
of wood, sash-plug, or nail on this 
strip will hold the window at any 
desired angle. Both upper and lower 
sash, where there are two, should be 
arranged in this way to get the best 
circulation.

It has long been a matter of common 
knowledge that the instrument was in­ 
troduced into the islands by a Portu­ 
guese, but that is not really the ques­ 
tion of greatest moment. 
So long as 
the ukulele was confined to Hawaii it 
was almost as harmless as a banjo, 
the guitar, or the mandolin. 
Nobody 
then had a word to say against it. The 
point that needs to be celared up is; 
Where lies the responsibility for in­ 
troducing it, not into Hawaii, but into 
the United States?—Christian Science 
Monitor.

Save Natural Ice For Use 


in Summer— Saves Ammonia 
as Well as Conserving Coal 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
All who can possibly do so are urged 
by the United States department of ag­ 
riculture to harvest a supply of natural 
ice this winter and store it for sum­ 
mer use. This is of vital importance 
at this time, for every ton gathered 
will help in the war-time conservation 
of ammonia which is necessary in the 
manufacture of ice. 
Ammonia salts are regarded as an 
essential in the manufacture of certain 
fertilizers and the cost of fertilizers is 
dependent to some extent on the mar­ 
ket value of amnionia, Of extreme sig­ 
nificance at this time, however, is the 
fact that the most important chemicals 
used in making ammonium nitrate and 
other explosives are readily made from 
ammonia and every quart of America’s 
already small supply of this substance 
that can be saved means more power 
to America’s armies. 
Thus the farmer is interested in the 
conservation of ammonia not only from 
a national standpoint, but because of 
his personal interests. Ammonia saved 
through harvesting of natural 
ice 
means more ammonia for fertilizers 
and more ammonia for ammunition. 
The man Who harvests ice now and 
stores it in pits or ice houses, next 
summer may have the satisfaction of 
helping out his neighbor who depend­ 
ed on an ice plant. 
In addition to the saving of am­ 
monia, conservation of coal is to be 
effected through the harvesting of nat­ 
ural ice. 
American ice factories and 
refrigerating plants, according to fig­ 
ures of the United States fuel admin­ 
istration, use annually 15,000,000 tons 
of coal.

Publicity in Camps 
Tile senate military affairs com­ 
mittee investigation of the war de­ 
partment if it has done nothing else, 
has opened the eyes of some official 
at Washington. 'It has brought them 
to realize that the folks back home, 
•who are supplying the men and the 
money to conduct the war, are en­ 
titled to 
more consideration 
than 
they received. 
When national guardsmen and sel­ 
ected men were mobilized, the small 
county seat newspapers were unable 
to get any news from the camps in 
which their subscribers were inter­ 
ested except when they could find a 
home town soldier who would -'end 
stories occasionally, either free gra­ 
tis or for regular space rates. 
A few 
newpsapers had 
soldier 
correspondents, 
among them 
the 
Daily Republican, but an order from 
the war department threatened with 
dire punishment any man in unitorm 
who dared write 
a story 
tor 
his 
home town paper. 
This method of 
'getting news was 
thereby cut 
off. 
.But the following statement from the 
committee 
on 
public 
information, 
shows the change of heart: 
“It is the plan of the commit­ 
tee to start as soon as possible 
a country-wide system of pub­ 
licity at the national army and 
national guard 
camps -with 
a 
special view 
of reaching

small newspapers which are fi­ 
nancially unable to have special 
correspondents.

LAYING HENS NEED 


FRESH AIR 


The first three months.of the year 


are the months that demand efficient 
poultry house ventilation If the .stock 
is to be healthy and if egg production 
is to be kept at a maximum, according 
to the poultry authorities at the New 
York state college of agriculture. 


Proof of insufficient ventilation usu- 


ally is fcurld-in darrjp or frosted'walls, 
damp litter,:close or.impure air, flock,' 
with consequent .low winter egg pro- 
duction. The body of the" hen con- 
stantly gives off moisture, and this 
accumulates i unless there is enough 
movement of the air to carry it away. 
Dampness .fosters colds, and when a 
cold is contracted, the body is too 
weak1: to resist the attack of a con- 
tagious disease such as roup. 


It is stated further that the house 


should at no tim& be tightly closed. 
The exercise' of judgment, • and a few 
trials, will show how much to leave 
the windows open at night Windows 
should^be removable so that. they can 
be taken out during the day, .if it is 
not storming.

in Summer—Saves Ammonia

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


All who can possibly do so are urged 


by the United States department o"f ag- 
riculture to harvest a supply of natural 
ice this winter and .store it .for sum- 
mer use. This is of vital importance 
at this time, for every ton gathered 
will help in the war-time conservation 
of ammonia which is necessary in the 
manufacture of ice. 


Ammonia salts are regarded as an 


essential in the manufacture of certain 
fertilizers and the cost of fertilizers is 
dependent to some extent on the mar- 
ket value of ammonia. Of extreme sig- 
nificance at this time, however,, is the 
.fact that the most important chemicals 
used in making ammonium nitrate and 
other explosives are readily made from 
ammonia and every quart of America's 
already small supply of this substance 
that'can" be saved means more power 
to America's armies. 


Thus the farmer is interested in the 


conservation of ammonia not only from 
a national standpoint, but because of 
his personal Interests. Ammonia saved 
through harvesting of natural ice 
means.: more ammonia for fertilizer? 
and more ammonia for ammunition: 
The man who harvests ice now and 
stores''it In'pits or ice houses, vnext 
summer may have the .satisfaction ot 
helping out his neighbor who depend- 
ed on an ice plant. 


In addition to the .saving of am- 


monia, conservation of coal is to be 
effected through the harvesting of nat- 
ural ice.
